Rights of Versailles 
Are Retained. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 25.—{Spe- 
cial.)}—The treaty of peace with Ger- 
many negotiated by President Harding 
and Secretary of State Hughes in lieu 
of the rejected treaty of Versailles was 
signed in Berlin at 5:20 o’clock this — 
afternoon and made public by the 
American state department tonight. 
The treaty does not become effective 
until ratified by the senate of the 


United States, and until that time dip- 


lomatic relations between the United 
States and Germany cannot be re- 
sumed. ‘Inasmuch as the senate is 
now in recess until Sept. 21, President 
Harding cannot submit ‘the pact, but it ~ 
will be sent to the senate immediately 
when it reconvenes and ratification is 
confidently expected without much de- 
lay. 

What the Treaty Does. | 

Here are the principal things the 
treaty does:. 

Restores peace between the United

OFFICIAL VIEW OF TREATY 


The following statement with respect 
to the treaty with Germany was made 
by the state department tonight: 

“The treaty defining peace relations 
between the United States and Ger- 
many was signed at Berlin today. It 
was signed on behalf of the President 
of the United States by Ellis Loring 
Dresel, commissioner of the United 
States, who had received full powers 
for the purpose, and on behalf of the 
president of Germany by Dr. Friederich 
Rosen, minister_of foreign affairs. 
“The treaty th Germany is in ac- 
cord with the peace resolution adopted 
by congress and approved by the Presi- 
dent of July 2, 1921. 

“The preamble of the treaty recites 
sections 1, 2, and 5 of the resolution 
which relate to Germany. -

government. 
Dawes Points to Mistakes. 

“The chief defect in governmental 
business administration heretofore has 
been an absence of executive control 
concerned with the policies of the gov- 
ernment as an entity, as distinguished 
from a large number of separate de- 
partments and independent establish- 
ments, each doing business independ- 
ently, with little reference to each 
other,” says a statement issued by 
Charles ~G. Dawes, director of the 
budget. “ With the assumption by thé 
President of the responsibility for ad- 
ministrative business, he has, by these 
orders, created the agencies through 
which his authority will be transmitted 
in such matters tq the organization.” 

The federal purchasing board will be 
composed of one representative from 
each department and establishment 
having authority to purchase supplies. 
The chief coérdinator, general supply, 
will be chairman of the board. 

The Liquidation Board. 

The federal liquidation board will be 
composed of one representative from 
each department and establishment 
having sales activities. The chief co-

It shall be the duty of the federal

1,000 DIE IN INDIA 
RIOTS; FEAR FOR 
ENGLISH WOMEN 


LONDON, Aug. 25.—More than one 
thousand Jives, it is feared, have been 
lost in the rioting in the. Malabar d@dis- 
trict of British India®™ says an Ex- 
change Telegraph dispatch from Bom- 
bay received today. 

Anxiety is felt for the English wom- 
en and children in the outlying dis- 
tricts. Several railway stations have 
been wrecked. Twenty men of the

During the Small-Sterling-Curtis 
trials State’s Attorney Mortimer of 
Sangamon county will endeavor to 
prove that the “ profits” of that com- 
bination were approximately $2,500,000. 

That is a revised estimate of the 
amount of interest’ paid on state funds 
during theyears from 1917 to 1920, 
inclusive, which did not reach the 
state treasury. During the first half 
of this period Gov... Len Small was 
treasurer and Lieut. Gov. Fred E. Ster- 
ling’s term in the treasurer’s office 
covered the last two years. 

Those two officials, together with 
Vernon Curtis, who succeeded the late 
E. C. Curtis, his brother, as owner 
of the Grant Park bank, were imdicted 
for conspiracy to defraud the state 
of $2,000,000, but further investigation 
has shown that the figure might have 
been placed higher by the grand jury 
if it had had access to all the records 
now available. 


Fix Sterling Interest at $1,500,000. 

The new total was made possible by 
the final report made by Sterling last 
Tuesday, ip connection with which he 
paid to the state $391,386 as the total 
of interest he received during the 
lagt. seven months of his treasurership. 


This brought his total for his two 
years’ term to $996,121, which was 
considerably more than twice what 
Small turned in as interest received 
during his two year, but the conten 
tion of the state will be that if the 
state had received all that was due he 
would have paid in more than $1,500,- 
000 additional. 

The chief item in: this amount is 
interest earned during 1919 and 1920 
by the “safe account” in the Grant 
Park bank, which ranged from $10,000,- 
000 to $18,000,000, and which, when in- 
vested in Armour & Co. and Swift 
& Co. short term notes, netted some- 
thing better than 8 per cent interest. 
It ham been believed that Sterling paid 
over to the state about 2 per cent, 
which amounted to about $450,C00, but 
it is estimated that the additional in- 
terest earned by these state funds 
alone during his two year term

But another item of considerable 
importance is the interest upon $3,000,4 
000, which throughout Sterling’s term’ 
remained deposited with the firm of 
Russel, Dunlap & Co. of Jackson- 
ville, Ill., of which State Auditor 
Andrew Russel is the head. It is 
said that there are no records: of the 
payment of any interest on this money 
during the lAst‘seven months of Ster- 
ling’s term. Some may have’ been 
paid, but it does not appear on the 
boo at Springfield. 

But the Sterling records are said 
to be considered complete in ‘com- 
parison to those for Smali’s term. Ex- 
cept for the carrying over of balances 
and similar indispensable figures, the 
Small records are missing. The belief 
at Springfield is that the present gov- 
ernor took all his books and papers 
with him when he left the office cf 
state treasurer.

DURING THE RECESS. 


The congressional recess will give the weary con- 
gressman a chance to cool off, and mayhap learn 
what his constituents think of his endeavors. Both 
should do him good. A summer in Washington, 
D. C., is no joke, and, _in fact, may be classified aw» 
considerable sacrifice to hang up * the temple of 
patriotism. 

Whatever satisfaction on this score may support 
our legislators upon returning to their political 
firesides, we cannot quite candidly say they have 
much more to show. The two main problems they 
were called so promptiy after inauguration to at- 
tack remain unsolved. Tax revision, which should 
have been the first to be dealt with, was postponed 
to tariff making, and both are now suspended, with 
the chief issues involved not as yet determined. 
Report has it that the tariff may not be passed 
till midwinter or later, and tax revision has opened 
issues which are not unlikely to result in a pro- 
tracted fight involving serious factional division in 
the majority. 


Indeed, the recess may produce snieuliiiins re-| 


sults by strengthening opposition to the course 
outlined thus far in both revision and tariff 
making.

EXPERIMENT. 


The American and British airmen who died in 
the wrecking of the dirigible which Great Britain 
was about to sell to the United States died in one 
of the expergments by which the progress of avia- 
tion is guided. The experiments are necessary; the 
men who make them are pioneers and soldiers.

AN ASSISTED REFORM. 


By postponing its decision to eliminate trading in 
“pute” and “ calls”’ until it heard that both houses 
of congress had adopted the conference report on 
the Capper-Tincher bill regulating grain exchanges, 
the Chicago Board of Trade indicates that in the 
matter of deathbed repentances it is keeping just 
one-jump ahead of the undertaker. 

It had better be careful or the undertaker may 
carry it away some day with its soul unshriven. 
After the Illinois legislature's defeat of the Lantz 
bills, which would have virtually destroyed the 
Board of Trade in Chicago, THE TRIBUNE called to 
its attention certain admissions of error in its prac- 
tices which were made in the course of its struggle 
for life. Among these malpractices were trading 
in “puts” and “calls” and the misuse of the 
private wire system, both features of manipulation 
and speculation which could not be defended on 
the ground on which THE TRIBUNE defended 
“hedging " and legitimate trading in futures. 
Almost immediately afterward officials of the 
board announced that such evils, which had given 
ground for the concerted attack upon the: very 
existence of the exchange, would be corrected. It 
even named a committee to correct its errors. But, 
relieved of the attack which imperiled its life, the 
board seems to have forgotten its danger. 

Now: comgs the Capper-Tincher bill, and again 
the board sees its danger and decides to reform. 
Let us hope that the present reformation will be 
complete and effective. We believe the Board of 
Trade is a valuable marketing medium for the 
farmer and a valuable asset for Chicago. We 
would hate to see it abolished. But if it is not to 
be abolished it must keep faith with the people. 
The Lantz bills were not the first attack upon it. 
They probably will not be the last. It must prepare 
now to conduct its affairs in such a manner that 
no legitimate arguments can be offered against it 
in the future.

A list of books one cannot read would of itself be 
Consider the candid confession 


of Sidney Dark: 

I read Dickens every week and almost every 
day; but I skip judiciously, always trying to dodge 
the sentimentality. “ Esmond” remains a joy, but 

cannot, nowadays, read any others of the 
Thackéray novels. I constantly re-read Emily 
Bronté’s “ Wuthering Heights,” and her sister’s 
“Jane Eyre” and “ Vilette,” but I cannot read 
Scott, or George Eliot, or Trollope, or (I blush to 
add) Jane Austen. 

Dumas and Hugo mean as much to me as Dick- 
ens. I read most of Balzac, some of Gautier, and 
“Madame Bovary” again and again, 
but I have never been able to read Flaubert’'s 
“Salammbo,”’ and I detest the Zola novels, and 
Huysmans. Anatole France fs one of my gifts from 


‘the gods. 


I cannot read Mr. Wells’ sciéntific novels, much 
as I joy in “ Kips,” “Mr. Polly,” “ Mr. Britling,” 
“Love and Mr. Lewisham,” “ Tono-Bungay,” and 
most of the controversial books. I re-read most of 
the Bennett novels, but certainly not ‘‘A Pretty 
Lady.” I wish that I had time to read again all 
the Hardy and Meredith novels. Half Kipling, 
half George Moore, and all Shaw, Belloc, Chester- 
ton, Galsworthy, and Conrad are sure provokers 
of my pleasure. 

I bow my head in the dust and confess that I 
cannot read Henry James, or W. D. Howells, or 
William de Morgan, or Ibsen, and that the Edith 
Wharton novels tire me. 

I can always read Shakespeare, but I cannot read 
the other Elizabethans. Whitman means more to 
me than any other poet, I read Byron, and Shel-
